Teacher Morale High Here 
'Candid' Survey Indicates

- 
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Personal Freedom Given; 
Salaries Gould Be Higher 


A survey designed to re- 


veal the candid views of Dix- 
on teachers toward the city's 
school system shows faculty 
morale is high and the teach- 
ers feel they have personal 
freedom. 


However, the educators express 


concern for the problem of "pupil 
individual differences and some 
dissatisfaction over salary. 


The report on the study was re- 


leased today ,by A. H. Lancaster, 
superintendent of schools. The sur- 
vey was made Jan. 15 by Science' 
Research Associates, a Chicago 
'irm. One hundred and twelve 
teachers were given a list of 127 
statements, each representing a 
different aspect of school policy or 
working conditions. The teachers 
were asked to indicate their agree- 
ment or disagreement with each 
of the statements. 
, 


Outstanding Points 


The points which the researchers 


consider the outstanding strengths 
of the Dixon schools are: 


1. The enthusiastic acceptance 


and cooperation given the survey 
by the teachers. Seventy-nine per 
cent thought the survey > results 
could be used for real progress, 
and 82 per cent said the study was 
a good way to let the school ad- 
ministration and the community 
Kiiow what they (the teachers.) 
thought about the schools. 


2. Teacher appreciation of the 


rewards of a teaching career in 
Dixon. Eighty-three per cent said 
they were entirely satisfied with 
their careers, while 92 'per cent 
said their work was really worth 
while.

3.. Personal freedom and good 


community relationships. Ninety- 
two per cent of the educators said 
there are not too many restrictions 
on their personal activities. Seven 
out of .ten indicated Dixon resi- 
dents are interested in the schools 
and are glad to help in the school 
program. 


• - Advocate Improvement 
The teachers indicated the fol- 


lowing areas where they -believe 
the Dixon schools can be im- 
proved : 


1. Provisions for pupil individua 


differences. Only 7 per cent of the 
staff said available teacher time 
for helping individual pupils in spe 
cific studies is sufficient. Six per 
cent said available pupil counsel- 
ing facilities are adequate. 


2. Salary. Less than 50 per cent 


thought methods of salary han- 
dling and methods for determin- 
ing salary increases were ' satis- 
factory. Only 24 per cent agreed 
that pay for extra-curricular ac- 
tivities was adequate. However, 
six out of ten said the administra- 
tion handles salary matters in an 
objective manner. 


Other indications from, the sur- 


vey include: 


The morale of elementary sphool 


teachers is higher, than that of 
high school faculty members. This 
follows a pattern found in other 
schools surveyed. 


Teachers with maximum salaries 


hold a more favorable attitude to- 
ward their immediate superior's 
technical skills than those farther 
down the pay scale. But the upper' 
bracket teachers are no more fa- 
vorable 
toward 
salary matters 


than other teachers, and are less 
approving in the area of work load.

Banks 'Gave' Him Money, 
He Just Spent the Gash 
They Reveal Mixup of

FRESNO, Calif. l»—Jesse H. Perry was jailed Wednesday for ac- 


cepting $14,604, which belonged to another J. H. Perry, from two So- 
noma county banks. The charge was larceny, by trickery, on a fed- 
erally insured bank. 


"I didn't steal any money," the 


53-year-old unemployed truck driv- 
er protested. "-The bank just gave 
t to me. What would you do?" 


He aaid the banks looked him 


up, on three separate occasions, 
and gave him the money when he 
signed some papers. He said he 
had a good time with the money, 
bought two car*, got married and 
wound up broke. 


He's Paid Off 


Jack Harry Perry of Salt Lake 


City, to whom the money belong- 
ed, was paid off, too, by the bank*' 
bonding company.

said, the bank found the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles had a J. H. 
Perry listed a* living in Caruthers, 
near Fresno. So the bank wrote 
to htm, and this Perry "signed the 
reconveyance papers for the title 
company and everything." 


Leans Mistake 


The bank learned of its mistake 


and the investigation started when 
Jack Perry wrote from Salt Lake 
City and wanted to .know when he 
was going to get hi* money.

"In making inquiries Jesse Per- 


ry found out about the account and 
at some time be formed the in- 
tent to be the real Perry.

paper photographs and posed free- 
ly. 


Then Shout* 


Then as he was led off, the 25- 


year-old Weinberg turned suddenly 


l»at«i at -apeetators : - 


"I killed two Communists . . „ I 


ought to get a medal from Wash- 
ington, D. C. Don't forget to get 
that in the paper." 


When police completed question- 


ing him Wednesday night they said 
they believed he was shamming 
mental weakness. Detectives said 
he had spent time in a mental in- 
stitution as a boy. 


Wemberg's record also includes 


a series of arrests onvanous petty 
charges and a 10 year prison term 
for a Waterloo, Iowa, burglary. 


Weinberg repeated his "Commu- 


nist" thrust while waiting- to ap- 
pear in this morning's lineup. 


"They can't execute you for kill- 


ing Communists can they?" he 
asked the three detectives guard- 
ing him. 


Hails Flag 


As he entered a patrol wagon, 


Weinberg shouted: 


"Long may the American flag 


wave." 


Weinberg continued in similar 


vein when taken before Magistrate 
Louis A. Pagnucco in felony court. 


As he entered the courtroom the 


tiandcuffed prisoner called out "no 
bail," then sang the first line of 
"The Star Spangled Banner" and 
saluted.

Peoria Man Found Slain 
In Suburb of Springfield 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. MB—The body of a Peoria man battered on the 


face and head was found on a roadside at the outskirts of Springfield 
early today. 


Chief Dep. Sheriff Tom 0' Brien 


said the man was identified as 
John Pirrera of 403 McBeam St., 
Peoria, operator of a pool room. 


"His face was badly bruised^ it 


looked like he had been slugged 
and beaten and then dragged about 
25 feet," O'Brien said. The deputy 
said Pirrera's pockets had been 
cleaned out and contained only a 
set of car keys. 


The body, lying by the Oak 


Ridge Cemetery fence along North 
Walnut Street Road, was found by 
two Springfield men passing by 
on their way to work. 


O'Brien said a physician was 


examining the body to ascertain 
if Pirrera had been shot. Investi- 
gation at the scene failed to reveal 
any bullet holes. 


At Peoria, police said Pirrera, 


who is unmarried, left his rooming 
house about 7 p.m. Wednesday. 
He did not take his automobile 
with him. 


They said he has operated the 


Hamilton Billiard Parlor for the 
last few years and has no police 
record, although he was picked up 
for investigation and fingerprinted 
in 1927.

of detectives, made the identifica- 
tion. Kelly said Pirrera lived in 
Springfield until four or five years 
ago and frequented a hangout for 
gambleis here. 


City police said Pirrera borrowed 


the car of Phil Conigho, Spring 
field tavern operator, but returned 
it to its parking place near the 
tavern about midnight. 


Coniglio said the keys were not 


returned with the car. He took a 
duplicate set, he told authorities, 
and drove home after closing up 
his establishment. No blood stains 
were found in the car. -

ravaged their three-room 
home, destroying all their 
possessions. 


Dixon rural firemen fought 


frantically to save the house, 
but a stiff breeze fanned the 
flames into a fury, burning 
the building to the ground. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Tarvin, 


Harriet avenue, just south o£ Dix- 
on, watched helplessly this morning 
as their home, clothing, and furni- 
ture were consumed. 


Four of their six children were at 


school when the fire broke out at 
about 10:20 a.m. in the bedroom. 
The youngest two were with their 
mother in the living room at the 
time. 


Mr. Tarvin, 43, an employe of 


the Illinois Central railroad, work* 
ing as an engine watcher, was 
about to return home after his 
night shift when informed of the 
blaze. 


In the face of the family disas- 


ter, Mrs. Tarvin, 33, was unable to 
answer a question as to what she 
and her family Intended to do. 


Aid Provided 


Her confusion was short-lived as 


the 
Goodfellows 
and neighbors 


stepped in to provide the needed 
aid. 


Goodfellows officials are supply- 


ing clothing and some furnishings. 
The Tarvins had no insurance oa 
the home, which they were buying. 


According to Lee county Sheriff 


John Stouffer, food will be provid- 
ed by South Dixon township under 
the authorization of Supervisor J. 
W. Cartwright. 


At present, the family is staying 


in the home of a neighbor, Harvey 
Beck and his family. Beck also is 
an employe of the Illinois Central 
railroad. 


Rural firemen poured tank load 


after tank load of water on the 
fire before it was smothered short- 
ly before noon. 


The cause of the blaze is be- 


lieved to have been faulty wiring 
in the bedroom where the fire ori- 
ginated.

watching a television program en- 
titled, "Three Steps to Heaven." 


She said hen son, Clyde, had

But this would leave Russia and

•f the continent. The rest of Eu- 
rope couldn't stop an attack with- 
out United States help if Russia 
broke the new pact. 


This was a pietty thin plan. But 


Molotov cut it thinner. He would 
let East and West Germany unite, 
but in such a way that the Ger- 
man Communists could take over. 


There was more, but that gives 


* general idea of the plan Molotov 
dumped on the conference table. 
Dulles, Eden and Bidault picked it 
up and handed it back to him. 


Although there has been no pro- 


gress in the conference there has 
been an air of amiability about it 
which may seem to some a sign 
that over a long time maybe the 
two sides will get closer together.

He said Parker was 
married and divorced at the age 
of 17 while in the marine corps 
and had gone AWOL from the ma- 
rines. He was unemployed and 
lived with his foster parents. 


Police said Parker, who was held 


without charge, would be booked 
on a charge of murder after an 
inquest into the death of Corinne 
today.

Can Ike Continue Job Cuts and 


Still Maintain Security? 


President Eisenhower campaigned for office on an econ- 


omy-in-government plank, among others. A year after he 
assumed office, it is fair to see how he is doing on this score. 


Twelve months ago, there were 2,370,000 civil service 


workers on the federal payroll. Today there are some 
2,170,000. 
. 
. . 
In other words, the Eisenhower administration has re- 


duced the total by some 200,000. Most of this reduction 
has not been achieved through firings, but simply through 
not filling job vacancies as they occur. The normal turnover 


-•» of government personnel assures that these openings will be 


developing steadily. 
Predictions are that Mr. Eisenhower will be able to elimi- 


nate possibly another 40,000 in the present year, but pros- 
pects for further substantial cuts beyond that are not consid- 
ered bright. 
* 
* 
• 


These economies in personnel, amounting to something 


more than eight per cent, must be accepted as an earnest ef- 
fort by the president to fulfill his pledge. How impressive 
you regard it depends partly, of course, on how much you 
may have expected of the administration. 


Secretary of Defense Wilson has said that if the Eisen- 


hower regime could slash "operating expenses" by 10 per 
cent that would be an achievement of note. Naturally, oper- 
ating expenses and personnel totals do not march along in 
perfect tandem. An eight per cent personnel reduction is 
not necessarily an eight per «ent operating cut. But the par- 
ing down so far moves the administration well toward its 
expressed goal. 


Some citizens, and some politicians, may have imagined 


that reductions in the order of 500.000 persons were not 
only possible but practical. The hard facts of modern day 
government life do not support this rosy vision of the future. 
*

» 


Of the citizen's tax dollar, only 22 cents goes for the 


ordinary expenses of government—the regular departments 
like agriculture, commerce, treasury—which are generally 
unrelated to the broad national deefnse effort, the payment 
for past wars, and payments on the huge national debt. 


Mr. Eisenhower's whittling on the regular services has 


been steady and will continue. But there obviously is a point 
beyond which it cannot go without serious impairment of 
services viewed by citizens themselves as essential to their 
welfare. 


And, of course, to cut heavily into the 78 cents of the 


tax dollar which goes for defense and related costs would 
be to endanger, sooner or later, the national security. 


Big government is something that makes many Ameri- 


cans unhappy, for it stands in their minds for unnecessary 
regulation, wasteful expense, bureaucratic rigidity. 
The 


president is dedicated to preventing government from get- 
ting any bigger, and to making it a little smaller where he 
can. But he is under no illusion that it can be made really 
small again—any more than you could get anywhere trying 
to peddle a 1925 Cadillac in 1954.

Automatic Play Not Always Best

Some bridge plays seem pretty 


automatic, but that doesn't make 
them right. In today's hand, for 
example, an early trump lead 
seems very natural. When the 
hand was actually played, South 
thought so too, but he soon dis- 
covered his mistake. 


West opened the queen of hearts 


and declarer won in dummy with 
the king. Without going into the 
hand very closely, South decided 
that a round of trumps would make 
the opponents play two of their 
high cards on the same trick. He 
therefore led a low trump from 
dummy. 


West liked this line of play so 


much that he enthusiastically con- 
tinued it. He took his three top 
trumps and then led the jack of 
hearts. 


"South was now in trouble. He 


could make three trumps in his

hand, one ruff in dummy, and five 
high cards in the side suits. These 
totaled nine tricks, leaving South 
one trick short of his contract. 


There was no need for South to 


get the trumps out in a hurry. He 
could well afford to let the oppo- 
nents make three trump tricks re- 
gardless of how the trumps were 
divided. 


After dummy wins the first trick 


with the king of hearts, declarer 
should cash the ace of diamond* 
and the ace of clubs. He then ruffs 
a club and leads the king of dia- 
monds in order to discard the 
losing heart from the dummy. 


This line of play put* South In 


position to rutt bo** a low heart 


and a low diamond in the dummy. 
He can get to his hand as often as 
he likes by ruffing dummy's clubs. 


An over-ruff is no threat, since 


that will use up one of the enemy's 
three 
trumps. 
After 
that, 
the 


enemy can r e m o v e only two 
trumps from the dummy. 


There is no way for the defend- 


ers to get three trumps out of the 
dummy, so South is sure to get 
two ruffs in the dummy. That is 
one trick more than he actually 
got, and this trick represented the 
difference between making the con- 
tract and going down.

ed since to improve the quality of 
men who run it, try to imagine the 
dangers that confront us if such 
men now connive with similar men 
in control of big unions. 


It was shown in the recent Santa 


Fe trial at Amarillo, Tex., that all 
but two of the big railroads had 
meekly agreed to the closed shop 
under the railway labor act. In the 
Santa Fe case, a select group of 
ndividual employes and the rail- 
road itself went into the state court 
to challenge a provision of the 
federal' railway labor act which 
jermitted the closed shop notwith- 
standing any state laws to the con- 
trary. 


Texas and 15 other states have 


adopted legislative laws or con- 
stitutional amendments forbidding 
he closed shop. In Amarillo, Judge 
E. C. Nelson granted a permanent 
njunction forbidding the union to 
strike for a closed shop and forbid- 
ding the railroad to sign a closed 
shop agreement in Texas. 


The Atlantic Coast Line is the 


only other major railroad which 
has refused to knuckle under to 
he union bosses. In other words, 
big business cooperated with big 
unionism and the employes lost 
valuable rights, both civic and fi 
nancial, by decision of the hire- 
lings m the big offices of the rail- 
roads.

They propose these pensions and bonuses to themselves, put 
them into the agendas of their annual meetings, print the proposals in 
the proxies and put through luxur- 


tiful color press to boast of the fine 
"labor relations" which they have 
maintained and take credit for in- 
dustrial "statesmanship" when all 
they did was curl up and quit.

If they were, 
they would not have reached the 
heights in the tough competition ol 
big business. But many of them 
are ignorant of the moral and con- 
stitutional issues 
which are

stake in their decisions. Ignorant 
or indifferent, they do, as we see 
in the surrender of all the big 
roads but two, put convenience 
and immediate profit above 
siderations of terrible importance 
to all of us. 


These executives think they are 


doing the smart thing if they sub

Young, who controls the rail-

board of directors after its action 
Wednesday. 


In a statement from his Palm 


Beach, Fla., home, he dcclaied: 


"The real issue is whether the 


owneis of the properties are going 
to be made to continue to submit 
to a Morgan nonownership board 
with countless conflicting interests 
or whether they are to enjoy what 
every honest business under our 
American sjstcm must have if 
eharcholders and the public are to 
be seived instead of be damned. 


"That is an ownership board 


with a stiong ownership in its 
chair. The New York Central own- 
ers, 1 am sure, on May 26 will give 
the right answer."

The railroad's annual meeting, 


at which ail shaies can be voted 
in an election for a new board of 
directors, is scheduled for May 26 
in Albany, N. Y. 


Young had requested that both

NEW YORK (A—Until Congress 


takes final action on taxes a lot of 
business plans will likely be kept 
in moth balls. And some consumers 
may be waiting, too, to see if Con 
gress is going to make a lot of 
goods cheaper, to buy. 


The bolstering which tax changes 


are supposed to offer manufactur- 
ing and retail trade, and thus 
break the recession, could be de- 
layed if Congress gets snarled in 
debates. 


Walt And See 


Many businessmen, while hoping 


for the best, are taking a wait and 
see stand on part of their plans 
for expansion, dividends, possible 
mergers and foreign investments. 


Some tax decisions must be made 


within seven weeks or automatic 
tax drops will go into effect on 
many consumer goods, and on cor- 
porate income tax rates. 


Merchants complain that already 


some shoppers are holding off their 
buying, saying they will wait to see 
what's going to be done about ex- 
cise taxes on autos, furs, and a 
long list of goods classed as luxur- 
ies. 


Dealers will wait, too, in their 


ordering to see what Congress 
does about excise tax rates, many 
of which are now scheduled to 
drop April 1. 


And manufacturers may hold up 


production targets until they know 
how high the taxes will remain, 


and therefore which direction sales 
may take. 


Industry has many other inde- 


cisions while waiting for Congress 
to act on other tax changes. 


Some companies are waiting to 


see if Congress will allow faster 
write-off for tax purposes of the 
cost of new plant and equipment. 
At the present slow rate of depre- 
ciation allowance, it may be better 
to lease machinery. At a fast write- 
off rate .it may be advantageous 
to buy it instead. 


The size of plant expansion pro- 


gram could hinge on the same tax 
advantages. New or bigger pro-- 
grams may be announced if de- 
preciation rules are liberalized. 


Another thing business planners 


must know is what date Congress 
will finally decide to make the new 
rules effective. Business can't af- 


ford to invest heavily now, if the 
liberalization doesn't become ef- 
fective, say, before the start of 
next year. 


New financing plans of some 


corporations may be held up until 
Congress acts, too. If Congress 
does, common stocks should be 
easier to sell, and some corpora- 
tions may decide to issue mori 
of them rather than borrow from 
banks and insurance companies.

Republicans Brush Aside 
Ike's Advice on Speeches 
Continue to Blast Demos 
For Link With Communism 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON W—Fresh sena- 


torial charges that Democrats had 
consorted with Communists indi- 
cated today President Eisenhow- 
er's advice *o Republicans to soft- 
en their political blows may be 
ignored outside his own cabinet 
and staff. 


Reiterating his characterization 


of Democratic administrations as 
"20' years of treason," Sen. Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) said he will not 
change his tactics to win Demo- 
cratic support for parts of Eisen- 
hower's program. 


"The price is too high," he told 


a Lincoln day audience of some 
6,000 persons in San Mateo, Calif., 
Wednesday night. Referring to the 
Democrats, he declared that "we 
can't whitewash them or we would 
be guilty of a crime worse than 
theirs." 


Recite "Facts" 


McCarthy and Sen. Jenner (R- 


Ind), insisting they are only re- 
citing the facts, said they intend 
to continue to do *so. 


Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell of 


the Democratic national commit- 
tee said at Portland, Ore., that 
Eisenhower did not go far enough 
when he said he would advise his 
official family to avoid extreme 
partisanship. 


Eisenhower said the times are 


too serious for such partisanship. 


Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) said the 


President 
"failed to meet the 


issue." He said, "We don't mind 
the extreme partisanship, but it is 
the extreme treason" which he 
said some GOP speakers hive 
been attributing to Democrats. 


McCarthy told newsmen in San 


Francisco, ahead of his speech in 
suburban San Mateo: "I intend to 
continue giving to the American 
people all the facts ... It isn't 
abuse to tell what's going on. When 
It hurts, the Democrats scream 
... It is our party's duty to ex- 
pose the details of 20 years of 
treason." 


Similarly. Jenner said at New 


Castle, Ind., that "I propose to tell 
the truth regardless of politics." 


Communism, an Issue 


In his Lincoln day talk, Jenner 


•aid: "Don't let anyone tell you 
communism will not be an issue in 
the coming campaign. It must and 
will continue to be until we get the 
rats out of government." 


Eisenhower said last year he 


hopes that any fear of Reds "ac- 
tively undermining" the govern- 
ment will have vanished by No- 
vember's congressional elections. 


Jenner told his audience that 


while Americans were fighting in 
Korea, "their victory was being 
thrown away by men high in the 
(Truman) administration who were 
friends or allies or willing appeas- 
ers of the Soviet destroyers." 


Both he and McCarthy were 


•peaking under auspices of the 
Republican 
national 
committee, 


which Eisenhower said ought to 
observe the rule of moderation he 
voiced. 


Blamed for China 


At Parkersburg, W. Va., Sen* 


John Marshall B u t l e r (R-Md) 
blamed previous Democratic ad- 
ministrations for the Communist 
capture of China. 


Declaring that "China need 


never have fallen," he blamed 
Harry Dexter White, described as 
a spy by Atty. Gen. Brownell, and 
others for decisions he said delay- 


ed for four years aid voted to the 
Nationalists in 1942. 


Speaking at Grand Rapids, 


Mich., Monroney said McCarthy's 
speeches on "20 years of treason" 
under Democratic rule were aimed 
at "smearing the entire Demo- 
cratic party." 


Monroney said Republicans were 


resorting to "character assassina- 
tion" because they "desperately" 
fear they will lose control of con- 
gress in November. 


"Lacking any program of ac- 


complishment in 13 months of con- 
trol of the administration and con- 
gress—faced with a session that 


will be barren of benefit to the 
great masses of Americans who 
looked to them for strong, vital 
new leadership, they find charac- 
ter assassination their only means 
of attempting to win the elections 
of 1954," he declared. 


Not "Far Enough" 


While some Democrats in con- 


gress applauded Eisenhower's re- 
marks, Sen. Gillfitte (D-Iowa) said, 
too, that the president didn't go 
far enough. 


"I don't believe President Eisen- 


hower has been a party to the 
campaign of calumny that has de- 
veloped but unless he repudiates it 
definitely he must share part of 
the blame for it," Gillette said.. 


Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex- 


as, the Democratic leader, said the 
President has expressed the atti- 
tude "of a gentleman and an 
American."

Plant Life Speedy 


OTTAWA dfi — The National Re- 


search Council says plant life is 
miles ahead of man when it comes 
to manufacturing piocesses Two 
of the council's -scientists found 
that plants can change air into 
wood in less than 10 seconds In 
this period carbon dioxide becomes 
solid cellulose, UIP material which 
forms the famework or skeleton 
of most plants 


Dr Paul M Laughton and Dr 


D. C. Moi timer, of the plant phy- 
siology section of NRC, exposed 
sugar beet leaves to small amounts 
of carbon dioxide under a bright 
light. 


The carbon dioxide was first 


made radio active so it could be 
identified when it got inside the 
plant The leaves were allowed to 
absorb the gas for varying periods 


and then were killed in boiling wa- 
tier 


Radioactive cellulose was found 


in the leaves even though they had 
absorbed the gas for only 10 sec- 
onds 


"This cellulose must have been 


made from the radioactive gas," 
the council said. "It follows that 
the plant can make these extreme- 
ly complex changes, from air to 
wood, in less than 10 seconds "

NEW YORK W—A Greenwich 


Village dishwasher—a former men- 
tal patient—has been charged with 
double homicide in the slaying of 
Maxwell Bodenheim and the poet- 
author's third wife, but police 
remain silent on the motive. 


Captured Wednesday about a mile 


from the slaying scene, 25-year- 
old Harold Weinberg at first told 
conflicting stories. 


He first said he killed the 58- 


year-old Bodenheim, but the one- 
time literary great had killed his 
wife, the former Ruth Fagan, 35. 
Then he denied both killings. Then 
he said he killed Bodenheim 'be- 
cause the latter raised a drunken 
row in his room. Once Weinberg 
said he tried to make love to the 
woman and Bodenheim fought him. 
And several times he repeated the 
phrase: "Maybe there was some- 
body under the bed." 


After 10 hours of questioning, 


police announced Wednesday night 
that Weinberg had signed a written 
statement admitting both murders. 


The bodies of the couple were 


found Sunday in a dingy lower 
East Side room rented by Wein- 
berg. Bodenheim, a literary figure 
of the 1920s and early '30s, was 
shot to death. His wife's body bore 
numerous stab wounds.

From then on it's 
automatic. The car is put in plaee 
and the lifting device returns for 
the next car in a minute and one- 
half.

In the nation as » whole park* 


ing cars has become one of the 
fastest growing businesses, now 
in the $3 billion category.

garages were started. They 


will cost more than $28 million. 


Other cities in the U. S. are 


following Washington's lead. The 
trend is toward automatic park* 
ing devices like the Park-O-Mat, 
and lots which allow the patron 
to park his own car. 


The big bugaboos of the indus- 


try are labor and space costs. 
Parking in the District is $1.25 a 
day downtown, and 40 cents for 
the first hour. But it's still a tight 
squeeze, operators claim, to make 
a profit when it costs about 20 cents 
per car when an attendant parks it 
and returns it to the customer. 
That cost is close to average for 
the country, too. 


Wasted space in parking facili- 


ties is , being attacked from all 
sides by the experts. The aver- 
age garage has about 2500 cubic 
feet for every car it can handle, 
yet one car displaces only about 
500 cubic feet. 


One of the goals of the National 


Parking Association is to have all 
parking on city streets banned. 
Members of the group can handle 
this extra problem, they claim. 
And it would solve most traffic 
problems, they point out.

Prrhaps a defeat in business 
will Inspire a drinking bout; again 
a resentment aganst responsibility 
for family obligations may be the 
cause.

These drinkers can imbibe 
at an affair in a spirit of convi- 
viality without being dependent on 
the nerd for continued drinking to 
build their morale and confidence. 


The chronic or regular drinker 


is one who uses alcohol daily or 
frequently 
in 
conjunction 
with 


meals. This type docs not ordinar- 
ily drink to excess and shows none 
of the nervous characteristics of 
the true alcoholic. The latter type 
may be classified in two divisions, 
those who drink frequently, some- 
times daily, to the point of intox- 
ication and those who are consid- 
ered periodic drinkers, that is 
they indulge in excessive drinking 
s»precs at intervals. 


True alcoholism can be consid- 


ered a public health problem, for 
the persons falling within this ca- 
tegory have lost all control and 
will drink at the expense of fam- 
ily, 
career and friends. 


What can be done for the true 


alcoholic? Very little without the 
patient's deep-rooted and sincere 
wish to help himself. While there 
are medications and certain druga 
available lo induce a severe nau- 
sea when even one drink is taken, 
these are only temporary controls. 


The true alcoholic cannot be 


helped with threats of exposure or 
shame. Even pity or condolence 
won't help, for there is no remorse 
as great as in the alcoholic who 
has a few days of sobriety. But 
the urge to drink is too strong, 
and he returns to an insatiate 
state where he can forget his re- 
sponsibilities. 


The alcoholic who Is convinced 


first of his need to help himself 
can be guided to a life of normal 
living. This can be accomplished 
through psychiatric care. Once he 
understands this he will know that 
one drink will be his undoing. The 
true alcoholic cannot stop with one 
drink. 
Religion is an important 


factor in controlling alcoholism for 
through it the susceptible person 
is helped to a better understanding 
of himself. That is why Alcoholics 
Anonymous, the organization com- 
posed of reformed alcoholics, is 
successful. While this group has 
members of many faiths, its one 
goal, applicable to all, is to avoid 
that first drink. 


Alcoholism has no respect for 


race, creed or class. Persons are 
affected in all walks of life and 
in their respective ways, turn t<> 
drink to escape the realities of 
existence. The emotionally mature 
person does not attempt to run 
away from the problems and com- 
plexities of daily life.

With his $12,500 a year hon- 
orarium, the congressman is "eat- 
ing high on the hawg" from the 
envious British viewpoint, not- 
withstanding differences in living 
costs in the two countries. 


as an American congressman gets 
a princely Bum of $12,500 tor ex- 
penses. 


As for amenities, parliament 


provides none except a tew tables 
for chess (which is the only game 
that may be played on the prem- 
ises). 


The cornucopia for American 


congressmen includes radio studi- 
os, caucus rooms, ticket offices, 
parking garages and lots, postal 
and telegraph offices, coffee shops, 
private dining rooms, cloakrooms, 
leception rooms.

Rolls Show 
An Increase 


State Figure Still 
Below a Year Ago, 
Says Commission ' 


SPRINGFIELD —(Special)—Illi- 


nois public aid rolls totaled 249,268 
in December, Garrett W. Keaster, 
executive secretary of the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission, reported 
today. 


While the total represented an 


increase of 9,853 over the pre- 
ceding month, Keaster said, it was 
down 10,765 from the December 
total a year ago and a decline of 
18,79i from December, 1951. 


December payments, including 


medical expenses and 
medical 


capitation payments, amounted to 
$10,891,737, Keaster said. This rep- 
resented an increase of $233,667 
over November costs. 


The general assistance program 


experienced the greatest increase 
in the month with 10,271 persons 
added to its caseload, bringing the 
total to 62,506, Keaster said. 


The increase was reflected hi 


almost all areas of the state. Cook 
county rolls increased 2.935 and 
downstate county rolls, 7,320. 


General 
assistance 
payments 


totaled $2,228,443 in December, an 
increase of $279,650 over Novem- 
ber costs. The average payment 
was $35.65, Keaster stated. 


A decline in the old age assist- 


ance caseload continued in Decem- 
ber. There were 103,368 aged-, per- 
sons on the assistance rolls in De- 
cember, 321 less than in Novem- 
ber. 


Grants to the aged totaled $5,- 


665.021 in the month, a reduction 
of $42,197 from the previous month. 
Assistance averaged 
$54.80 per 


person. 


Aid to dependent children rolls 


decreased 139 from November and 
stood at 74,460. Payments, includ- 
ing medical, amounted to $2,397,» 
237, an average of $32.19 per recip- 
ient. 


Blind assistance recipients num- 


bered 3,705, a decrease of 23 per- 
sons from the previous month. A 
steady decline in blind assistance 
rolls was experienced throughout 
1953. 
December payments wer» 


$227,700, a reduction of $2,169 from 
November. The Average was 
$61.46. 


Disability assistance rolls gained 


82 persons bringing the total to 
6,267. Aid to the disabled amount- 
ed to $373,336, an increase of $2,889 
over November payment*. The 
average grant was $70.88. 


Want Roller Skates

tion of whether or not to produce 
roller akates, Moscow newspaper! 
reaching here say. Up* to now th« 
Soviet Union hasn't had any except 
a few pairs imported from abroad.

uses roller skates purchased out- 
side the country to tram in th« 
summer when her native Sverd- 
lovsk has no ice sent hers to ba 
repaired. 


The repair workshop in Sverd- 


lovsk which made the repairs got 
:he idea that other Russians would 
like some too and made an experi- 
mental pair which was presented 
to the "experts council" for ap- 
proval. The application is under 
consideration. Izvestia reports that 
the demand for roller skate* 
among Soviet athletes ii "im- 
mense."
